Prom  the  subjoined  accounts,  duly  audited 
i reported  by  the  proper  authorities,  it  appears 
it  in  the  past  year  this  Board  has  drawn  orders 
in  the  County  Treasurer  for  the  sum  of  twen- 
seven  thousand  five  hundred  and  ninety-five 
lars  and  fifteen  cents,  of  which  nineteen 
msand  four  hundred  and  eighty-eight  dollars 
ety-seven  cents  is  chargeable  to  the  support 
Lancasterian  Schools,  and  eight  thousand  one 
ndred  and  six  dollars  eighteen  cents  to  ex- 
cises of  Education  in  the  country  sections, 
iring  this  period  the  expenditure  of  the  Cou- 
plers has  been  strictly  confined  to  ordinary 
d unavoidable  demands  for  maintaining  and 
aducting  the  existing  schools.  In  the  ap- 
aaching  season,  however,  several  objects  of 
sat  interest  and  importance  will  demand  the 
ention  of  the  Board,  and  augment  the  claims 
on  its  funds. 

The  Directors  of  the  First  Section,  in  pur- 
ance  of  authority  granted  by  the  Controllers, 
,ve  purchased  a lot  of  ground  upon  Race  street, 
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west  of  Broad  street,  whereon  it  is  inten 
to  erect  in  the  course  of  the  summer,  a c< 
modious  and  substantial  building,  for  the 
commodation  of  the  North  Western  Sclic 
which  have  hitherto  been  located  in  a sn 
and  inconvenient  room,  wholly  inadequate 
the  wants  of  the  population  so  rapidly  inert 
ing  in  that  quarter. 

In  the  Second  Section  also,  where  the 
mands  upon  the  system  of  Public  Schools 
extensive  and  rapidly  augmenting,  the  pres 
buildings  are  insufficient  to  contain  the  puj 
actually  belonging  to  the  different  schools,  q 
numerous  applicants  arc  for  a time  necessai  t 
denied  admission. 

The  Controllers  are  anxious  to  obviate  tin 
difficulties,  and  to  supply  rooms  and  Teacln 
at  a period  as  early  as  may  be  consistent  wit! 
judicious  regard  to  the  extent  of  annual  expe 
diture.  Tiiey  have  accordingly  decided  up* 
the  establishment  of  another  School  in  that.»Se 
tion,  to  which  the  present  occupants  of  tl 
Franklin  Street  School  may  be  transferred;  ai 
have  given  the  requisite  authority  to  the  Dire 
tors  to  procure  ground  and  erect  a New  Scho 
House  as  early  as  circumstances  may  permit. 

rl  he  subject  of  the  education  of  “ children  ui 
der  five  years  nfi  age”  has  engaged  the  earne 
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nntion  of  the  Controllers  for  a long  time,  and 
^withstanding  the  difficulties  which  surround 
ias  received  that  deep  and  serious  considera* 
■to  which  its  great  importance  merits.  To 
jnmence  the  business  of  moral  and  intellectual 
taction  at  the  earliest  practicable  moment, 
jl  thus  to  awaken  the  intellect,  to  excite,  fos- 
: and  .guide  the  moral  principle,  before  evil 
Simple,  pernicious  habits  or  corrupt  practices 
■ill  have  polluted  the  mind,  is  of  incalculable 
forest  to  all  classes  of  pupils,  but  immeasura- 
I so  to  those  of  our  schools,  whose  period  of 
ftruction  is  at  best  brief,  and  often  curtailed  by 
necessities  of  their  parents  or  imperious  cir- 
nstances  which  prevent  by  early  devotion  to 
or  the  acquirement  of  useful  learning.  To 
ain  the  best  mode  of  infantile  instruction, 
establish  a Model  School  wherein  Teachers 
ght  be  qualified  to  apply  and  carry  out  such 
ystem, — to  devise  the  most  eligible  mode  of 
litfecting  a series  of  such  Schools  with  the 
sting  establishment,  and  in  accordance  with 
isting  laws, — all  these  objects  continue  to 
im  the  serious  consideration  of  the  Board. 

A.  plan  for  infant  education  has  been  submit- 
l to  this  Board,  which  appears  to  unite  most, 
lot  all,  of  the  requisites  for  simple  and  effici- 
it  instruction.  This  has  been  accepted  and  will 
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require  an  immediate  establishment  for  its  ] 
per  development,  and  the  qualification  of  Tci 
crs  for  additional  schools.
